“| will match our Falls Church 
kids with any in the country as far 
as their willingness, capability, 
and conduct goes.’’ So says Mrs. 
Carolyn Canzano about her GT 
Chemistry and AP biology stu- 
dents. Many other teachers of AP 
and QT classes here at Falls 
Church had much the same thing 
to Say. 

There are over forty Advanced 
Placement and Gifted and Talent- 
ed Classes offered at FCHS. Unfor- 
tunately enrollment is too low to 
offer more but students seem 
quite satisfied with those we do 
have. 

“College admissions counslers 
are really looking at whether 
you've taken an AP course or not. 
Those classes are becoming more 
important to colleges than 
SAT’s.’’ Says Dr. Glenda Petrini. 
We are lucky here at F.C. to be 
offered so many advanced class- 
es, a great deal of schools don’t 
offer half as many. 

Requirements for getting into a 
GT or AP class are getting more 
strict. As of last year students had 
to take a short quiz to get into the 
twelfth grade GT Humanities 
course. Teachers like Dr. Carlyn 
Elder feel there should be ‘“‘some 
sort of short competency test’’ for 
the AP classes as well. 

Many schools around the area 
have combined GT and AP class- 


es, a fact that distresses some 
teachers here at Falls Church. GT 
classes are geared toward the 
more creative person, someone 
who enjoys projects and making 
presentations. AP classes are col- 
lege level courses which are 
aimed at preparing students for 
the AP test in the spring. Both 
courses use college level texts 
and involve a great deal of 
reading. 

Another distressing fact which is 
not generally Known, is that all 
other counties in the state of Vir- 
ginia with the exception of Fairfax 
give students one full point extra 
on their GPA for taking an AP 
class, and a point five compensa- 
tion for taking a GT course. Fairfax 
county gives a point five for an AP 
course and no grade compensa- 
tion at all for a GT course! Some 
teachers curve their grades a 
point or two, to off set this differ- 
ence, while other teachers, such 
as Mr. John Whitney, feel it is un- 
necessary to do So and simply fol- 
low county policy. 

GT courses will help you get 
ahead and AP courses will save 
you money in the future. You can’t 
lose either way. We have some of 
the best advanced class teachers 
in the country so see your quid- 
ance counsler and check them 
out!

Auto Mechanics is divided into 3 different classes: 
Basic, which is 1st period and is mostly book work; 
Auto Mechanics | which is 2nd period and is a combi- 
nation of demonstrations, hands-on work and book- 
/classroom work; and finally Auto Mechanics II 
which is 4th, 5th, 6th periods and consists of hands- 
on work, that prepares students for commercial 
work. 

Joel Rosen, the Auto Mechanics teacher, receives 
cars for demos primarily through donations. For a $2 
service charge (donated to VICA) and the cost of 
parts, the students in Auto Mech II will fix your car for 
you during school. All you need is an appointment. 
Auto Mechanics usually works on approximately 20 
cars per month and is always looking for donations. 

Students are graded on their attendance, perfor- 
mance, classroom tests, and their knowledge of 
tools and parts. VICA (Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America) consists of classes like Cosmetology, Auto 
Mechanics, the Nursing program, Restaurant Trades, 
and Catering.

Cosmetology is a two year career program offered to grades ten 
through twelve. It’s designed to prepare the students for work in the 
hair care industry. There are two types of cosmetology, levels I and II, 
and they’re both three period classes. Students receive three credits 
upon satisfactory completion of the class. In cosmetology I, the stu- 
dents are introduced to the basic manipulative skills and theory associ- 
ated with the beauty industry. In cosmetology II fundamental skills in 
all phases of cosmetology are further developed. The students will 
demonstrate expertise in performing advanced techniques for employ- 
ment in a professional salon. Upon completion of cosmetology I and II 
and the passing of the Virginia State Board Cosmetology Exam, the 
students are assisted in obtaining a job as a liscensed professional 
cosmetologist.

Falls Church has finally gotten the recognition it’s been pleading for. Not only has Fairfax County 
given us the air conditioning we have been in desperate need of, but we have also been granted $11 mil- 
lion for the renovation of Falls Church High School of which $650 thousand is going to the new 
computerized heating and air conditioning unit that will be installed. 

June 15, 1988, Schlosser Construction Company stsrted the renovation at FCHS. They began with the 
gymnasium because the completion date was November 2, 1988 Schlosser failed to meet the due date 
due to minor problems with the floor. The new completion date is November 16 however if the 
completion date is not met again , the gym will definitely be finished by the first home basketball game. 
The gym will have a new floor , a ramp for the handicap and new lighting. In the lobby a new snack bar 
will be added. 

The auditoriumwill consist of a much bigger stage, a computerized “light and sound control booth ”’ 
for Falls Church’s entertainment. New curtains and a wood paneled stage will be installed to touch up 
the finest drama procuctions. 

The library of Falls Church is being expanded to quench the thirst for knowledge of the students of 
Falls Church High. The library will recieve 8 computerized card catalogues as well as new furniture. 

A new Weight room will be installed behind the auxilary gym. Sorry Seniors, you'll miss this incredible 
opportunity. 

In progress, old classrooms are being renovated and new ones added for the new F.C. edition. The 
new edition will be divided in two. One half for the business wing and the other for the new HS. physical 
handicapped program which will take effect in September of ‘89. 

In addition to the classroom renovation, Schlosser Co. have been assigned to rebuild the Chemistry 
labs completely, to upgrade the Auto Mechanics wing, and add a new learning classroom for that 
particular wing.
